that 
he 
was 
almost 
continually 
picking 
up 
stones and either tossing them high in 
the air or putting them in his mouth 
to chew on.

were hungry he could make a fair meal

Most plants require for vigorous growth 


a soil, not hard packed, but fairly light 
and well drained, with roots left undis- 
turbed when once they begin to stretch 
out through the soil in search of food. 
Moreover, it is the habit of grass plants 
to form a thick mat or carpet over the 
ground, which serves as protection for 
the roots against the washing of heavy 
rains, the alternate thawing and freezing 
"6f early spring, and the scorching heat 
pf late summer. When raeadows are 
cropped by cattle, many plants are torn 
outright from the soil, the roots of others 
broken or loosened and exposed to frost, 
ram and heat. la addition to this, the 
feet of the stock are constantly packing 
the soil solidly around the plants", which 
hinders free drainage; or making foot 
holes that become basins for water aad 
ice. 
But the actual injury to the gtas= 


plant is not all—by feeding off the second 
growth nature's plans for protecting the 
grass during the cold of winter are 
thwarted, and very much of "winter 
killing" is the result.

First American Water Worlcs. 


John Christopher Christeasen, a Dan- 


ish Moravian, built the first water works 
in the "United States in 1762 at Bethle- 
hem, Pean. The machinery is thus de- 
scribed in aa early print. It consisted 
of three single-acting force-pumps, hav- 
ing a calibre of four inches and' an 
eighteea-icch stroke, which were worked 
by a triple crank aad glared to aa un- 
dershot water wheel having a diameter 
of eighteen feet, aad two feet clear in 
the buckets. The total head of water 
was two feet. 
Oa the shaft of the wheel 


was a waliower of thirty-three rouads 
and gearing into a spur-wheel of fifty- 
two cogs, attached to the craak. The 
three pistoa rods were attached each to 
a frame or cross-head

First Americau Water Works. 


John Christopher Christensen, a Dan- 
ish Moravian, built the first water works 
m the United States in 1762 at Bethle- 
hem, Penn, 
The machinery is thus de- 
scribed in an early print. 
It consisted 
of three single-acting force-pumps, hav- 
ing a calibre of four inches 
and 
an 
eighteen-inch stroke, which were worked 
by a triple crank and glared to an un- 
dershot water wheel having a diameter 
of eighteen feet, aud two feet clear in 
the buckets. 
Tho total head of water 
was two feet. 
On tho shaft of the wheel 
was H wallower of thirty-three rounds 
and gearing into a spur-wheel of fifty- 
two cogs, attached to the crank. 
The 
three piston roda were attached each to 
a frame or cross-head 
working 
in 
grooves to give them a parallel motion 
with the pump. 
This cross-head was of 
wood, as were also all the parts contaLn- 
iag the grooves as guides.

THE CULTURE OF ASPAT.AGUS. 


Asparagus may be grown from séeíl 
and will reproduce itself true to the 
variety.

FATTENING CniCKENS FOR THE TABLE, 


The three prime rules to be obs3rved 
are: 
Sound and varied foods, warmth, 
and cleanliness. 
There is nothing that 
a fattening fowl grows so fastidious about 
as his water. 
If water anyway foul be 
offered him, he will not drink it, but 
sulk with his food and pine, and you ali 
the while wondering the reason why. 
Keep them separate, allowing to each 
bird as much as you can spare, spread 
the ground with sharp sandy gravel, and 
take care that they are not disturbed. In 
addition to the regular diet of good corn, 
make a cake of ground oats or beans, 
brown sugar, milk and mutton suet. Let 
the cake lie till it is stale, then crumble 
it, and give each bird a gill measureful 
morning and evening. 
Ño entire grain 
should be given to the fowls during the 
time they are fattening—indeed the se- 
cret of success lies in supplying them 
with nutritious food without stict, and 
in such a form that their digestive mill 
shall find no difficulty in grindiníí it..— 
Journal of 
Agriculture. 


Cropped by cattle, many plants are torn 
outright from the soil, tho roots of others 
broken or loosened and exposed to frost, 
ram and heat. 
In addition to this, tho 
feet of the stock are constantly packing 
the soil solidly around tho plants, which 
hinders free drainage; or making foot 
holes that become basins for water and 
ice.

USES OF LEAVES. 


According to the health and vigor of 
the foliage of any plant, writes Josiah 
Hoopes, will be its usefulness; the direct 
bearing on fruit and fiowers is incalcul- 
able, 
If a plant be defoliated tho suc- 
ceeding crop of fruit will be greatly in- 
jured, if not ruined, and the growth 
damaged for some time to come. 
Hence 
the leaves may well be termed tho vital 
organs of vegetable life. 
By their ap- 
pearance we may judge of the constitu- 
tion of trees and plants. 
If destructive 
insects or diseases are present the foliage 
at once shows a departure from health, 
and is a signal to the owner that the 
plant needs immediate attention. 
Other 
symptoms appear later, but sickly, yel- 
low-tinted foliage is the forerunner of 
disaster. 
Application of fertilizers to 
the soil shows at once in the leaves, by 
increase of size aud a deeper green color. 
Luxuriant foliage always denotes aug- 
mented growth and consequent useful- 
ness, 
The practice of partial defoliation 
of trees and vines **to admit air and 
light to the fruit," is a grave error. 
While light at all times is beneficial, full 
sunlight is not a necessity, 
and 
an 
abundance of leaves collecting vapor and 
gases from the air perform an immense 
amount of good, far more than the mere 
rays of the sun shining directly on the 
skin of the fruit. 
Much summer prun- 
ing is consequently to be discouraged, 
exceptiug in rare instances where an un- 
healthy growth is to be removed, Varie- 
gated-lcaved plants are not unhealthy, 
as may be seen by their strong growth 
of wood and apparent freedom from dis- 
ease; their peculiar color is the result of 
some abnormal condition,—Neto 
York

^ take well selected ewes and breed to 
thoroughbred rams. 


When a fowl ceases to give a good re- 
turn for the feed given, it is time to 
plan for his disposal. 


It is very desirable to keep the breed- 
ing stock in a good, thrifty condition. 
A failure to do this will show in the off- 
spring. 


Too close breeding should be avoided 
with sheep fully as much as with any 
other class of stock. 
Change the samo 
every two weeks at least. 


Troughs should always bo provided 
for feeding all kinds of soft feed lo 
I'jultry, 
J&Iake them tight and arrange 
them so that they can be cleaned readily. 


If kept in good condition, nearly or 
quite all kinds of poultry can be fat- 
tened in two weeks of good feeding. But 
they must havo all that they can eat four 
or five times every day. 


At this season the best time to sell 
poultry is when a price can bo realized 
that will return a fair profit. 
Holding 
for high prices for the next three mouths 
is, to say the least, very uncertain. 


If the sheep are turned into the corn- 
field care should be taken to see that they 
have access to plenty of water. 
It is 
hardly good economy to turn sheep into 
any place where there are cockle burrs. 


As a general rule, when prices 
for 
poultry begin to drop in tho fall they 
keep down until after tho holidays, and 
it rarely pays to sell youug poultry at 
that time. 
Provide good quarters and 
keep until prices are better. 


Too much live stock is quite as bad 
for tho farmer as too much land. 
Do 
not crowd the stock, and do not keep 
more than can be well fed, pastured well 
and housed well. If you havo more than 
this sell oil tho surplus speedily. 


In determining what turkeys to use 
for breeding, remember that the gobblei 
should be two years old before using, 
and can be kept until he is five yean 
old, but as a general rule it is not a good 
plan to keep turkey hens after they are 
three years old,

It was proposed to pay for 
the improvement by half the octroi 
receipts of the city, but France will 
not consent and demandsthe appoint- 
mentof an international commL=yiouof 
three experts to study the question, 
to invite plans and to decide which is 
to be adopted, no plan to be adopted 
unless accepted by all three experts 
unanimously. 
The object of this 


proposition if clear, and unless it is

with a feather is sometimes used. In 
either "case, as soon as the spot dis- 
appears rub with a cloth «wet with cleat 
cold water, thea rub dry and polish with 
a little sweet oil or good furniture cream. 
The dull, bluish white coating that some- 
times comes oa polished furniture is 
probably due to something in the atmos- 
phere. It may be removed by washing 
with a little fine toilet soap and water and 
rubbing well with soft rags to restore the 
polish.

VALUE OP RICE.

HELD BY A ROrE.

Egypt has been called the Gift of the 
Ir^ile, and everything in the land is con- 
nected with the movements of the great 
artery that is the life of the country. 


The seventeenth of .lune is the **night 
pf the drop,*' and is cel^tfUed as a fes- 
tival. Moore in his "LaJ,^K&okh" tells us 
of the power of 
^ 


**rhe drop that down from the moon, 
Palls througli the healing air of June." 
According to the ancient legends, Isis, 
the goddess of Egypt, weeps over the 
aridness of the country, and the tear 
falling from her eye into the Nile causes 
the overflow whicu brings renewed life 
to the land. 
The Cairenes spend the 
night beside the river, either in 
the 
open air or in houses near the bank, and 
practice all sorts of ceremonies. 
Each 
member of the family places a piece of 
dough on the roof; if the dough rises, 
happiness is in store for the fortunate 
one who placed it there; if not, it is an 
ill omen. 


Ten days later the river slowly begms 
to rise, and the JSile crier goes through 
the streets every morning with the latest 
bulletin as to the height of the water. 
The great festivity of the year is the 
Wefa or the cutting of the dam, which 
takes place between the tenth and four- 
teenth of August. 


Egypt is now no longer a vast lake 
during the inundation as it formerly 
was. 
The water is conducted into a 
net-work of canals and reservoirs, and 
distributed as it ]8 needed, and engi- 
neers are appointed to see that there is 
no loss nor waste. 
Í evees are built to 
keep the waters within bounds, and 
many of the villages are connected by 
these, while others can only be reached 
by boat. 


When wo reached Egypt, in the middle 
of October, the inundation was at the 
highest point, higher than it had been 
for years. 
To attempt the journey to 
the pyramids was, we were told, mad- 
ness, the whole face of the country be- 
tween Ghizeh and the city being under 
water. 
But the flood would not abate 
for weeks, and we could not wait, and 
80 decided to try it. 


Selecting our donkeys with care, we 
started out, a party of four, including 
the dragoman and the little animals, 
which are the street cars of i-gypt. 
The 
donkey boy, a very bright little fellow 
of fourteen years, was a family man, 
he told us proudly, with two wives and 
four children, and he supported 
his 
whole establishment on the one franc a 
day he earned by taking care of the 
donkeys. 


On past the city out into the open 
we rode, congratulating ourselves that 
we had not heeded the advice given us. 


Our route lay along a high embank- 
ment beside one of the numerous canals 
which encircle the city, and a more 
beautiful scene cannot be imagined. The 
water wa-j almost up with the banks, and 
in the sunlight glittered and glistened. 
Tall reeds and 
rushes with 
waving 
phimes beautifully green lined the shore, 
and the reflection in the water gave back 
every leaf and twig. 


Then suddenly and abruptly the dyke 
was cut oir, and before us was a sheer 
descent into the yellow water. 
The 
force of the waves had undermined the 
foundation, and it had sunk. 
What to 
do next was the question. 


Yussef got down, and went forward 
to explore. 
Finally he came buck with 
the intelligence that there was a boat a 
little way back, which would take us if 
wo were willing to go in that way. 
Turning, wu rode to wliere a curve in 
the embankment formed a tiny cove, and 
there was the 
boat, 
a 
long, dirty, 
weather-beaten craft, with the inimensely 
high mast and the odd-shaped sail that 
thuy use only on the Nile, 


Leaving our donkeys to the boy who 
was to take them back to the city, wo 
embarked and pubhed off. The little 
boat rocked and reeled with the force of 
the current, but the boatmen fceemed to 
kncjw their business, and 
piloted 
us 
safely enough, tho jgh it was no easy 
task. 
The tallest trees were half undei* 
water, and the smallest were wholly sub- 
merged ; and when one least expected Jt, 
he was apt to run up agamstone, for the 
water was so thick with mud that nothr 
ing could bo seen below the surface. 


Men were at work upon tho embank- 
ments strengthening them, and a busy 
scene vhe green ttMraies rising up out of 
tho yellow water presented. 
Whore the 
rush Imd 8wept the dykes completely 
away, they were throwing 
connecting 
bridges, 
I was forcibly reminded of the 
Bccnea at home, when tho iMississippi 
bursts its bounds and breaks through the 
levees, 
i very available force on the 
plantation is set to work to strengthen 
ihe barrier that Jcceus off tho waters. 
It 


I 


was all the mnre striking, as tho fellahin 
and our Southern negroes closely resem- 
ble cach other. 


Our little 
boat with its great sail 
brought 
us finally up to the elevated 
¡jlateau where the pyramids stand, and 
we landed, glad to be on terra firma. 


No one ever forgets the view that he 
gets from tho top of Cheops, where he 
scpms to feel the centuries go by. 
The 
drawback to the pleasure and awe which 
the place inspires is the chattcring, the 
quarreling and the clamoring for bak- 
shish of the swarms of Arabs that haunt 
the place. 
Thanks, 
however, 
to the 
overilow, noue but our own party were 
there, so we were left in peace to the 
desolation of tho scene. 


Below us lay tho waste of water with 
the winding line of the embankments 
curling like a great green serpent, and 
from its bosom 
seemed to rise the 
minarets and domes of tho distant city, 
while over all the tall columns of the 
iMostjueof Alehemct Ali kept ward. 
At 
our feet crouched the sleepless Sphynx 
brooding over the scene as she has done 
for fifty centuries. 


We explored the Tomb of Numbers, 
and the tem ile in ruins, lunched at the 
pavlhon bui t for the Prince of 
Wales, 
sunned ourselves in tho sand as we 
watched the granite monster, and wished 
a genius was there to unseal those tightly 
closed lips, and disclose the things that 
those eyes had seen. 


Then as the shadows were lenErthen- 
ing, tired and worn-out wo returned to 
the boat. 
Whether the current was 
stronger than in the morning, orwhether 
the crew were tired I cannot tell, but cer- 
tainly the boat did not obey the helm, 
but drifted at the mercy of the wind, 
and rocked from side to side. 
The great 
dangev was, of cour3u,in running against 
a snag, but providentally, thouirh she 
bumped many times, the boat did not 
strike heavily, and we drifted on in the 
right direction, for she seemed to be en- 
tirely out of the control of the boatmen. 


The situation was perilous in the ex- 
treme, night was coming on, there wo 
wore, miles from any chance of succor, 
wholly at the mercy of the current, and 
liable at any moment to be overturned. 


At last v/e drifted toward one of the 
bridges which had been thrown over the 
canal, and immediately we were sucked 
into the current that poured with tre- 
mendous force through the 
opening. 
Just as we went utder, tho sail which 
they had been trying to take in fell with 
a crash, and swept one ot the boatmen 
into the water. 


With a shriek he threw up his hands, 
and went down like lead. 
Every effort 
was made to keep in the middle of the 
culvert, which was twelve feet across, 
and in that we succeeded. 


The bridge was about fifteen feet high, 
and just as we rushed along, the top of 
the mast caught on one of the timbers 
of the bridge, and held fast. 
Back and 
forth rocked the boat in the rush of 
waters, but the hold of the ropes never 
relaxed. 
From side to side we were 
tossed with a dizzy, sickening motion, 
just escaping each time being dashed 
against the rocks which formed the side 
of the bridge, and expected every instant 
to be capsized. 


I have heard of the Eastern indiffer- 
ence to death, but it certainly was not 
manifested there, for the Arabs shrieked 
with fear, and called upon Allah to de- 
liver them. 


The boat was half-full of water, and it 
took all of our efforts at bailing to keep 
her from filling; but the men were of no 
use, they sat down in the water and 
rocked from side to side, bemoaning 
their fate, till tho Captain, losing pa- 
tience,administered some kicks to them, 
telling them to go to work and stop their 
howling. 


One of them slyly took out his pen- 
knife, and aj)proacliing the rope was just 
about to cut it, when I, seeing what he 
was about to do, called to him to drop 
the knife. 
The fellow got closer, and 
had just touched the rope when I jmlled 
a revolver from my pocket saying: 
'*If 
you touch that rope, I'll shoot you," 


'^'he outstretched arm dropped as if 
paralyzed, and the 
knife fell 
in the 
water. 


Our one chance of life, and it was but 
a slender one, lay in the holding out of 
the rope. 
There were men working on 
the road above us, we knew, and if we 
could only attract their attention, 
it 
might be well with us yet, 
But^ of 
course, the chances were that the rope 
would wear away, and then the almost 
certainty was we should be dashed to 
jiiectis. 


Half-mad with fear, ono of the men 
jumped into the water to try and gain 
the embankment. 
Ho was a tall, power- 
ful man and a magnificent swimmer, but 
the water tossed him about like a piece 
of cork. 
We saw witli horror his red 
fez go up and down on the waves, until 
his upturned, agonized face drifted by 
us, and he sank to rise no more. Horror- 
stricken we eat silently thinking that tho 
next moment £uch might be the fate of 
the rest of us, particularly as 1 thought I 
saw signs ot tho fraying of the rope 
whoro it worked against the mast. 


We fired oil'two orthreeshuts in rapid 
succession, and then shouted at the top 
of our voices, but no answer came, save 
the rubh of tho waters. 


One of our party rose and threw off 
his coat. 


What is that for ?» I i-sked. 
I am going to try to swim to shore ; 
I believe 1 can do it." 


<*AVith Abdallah's fate before your 
eyes ?" I returned. 


"Yes," ho s a i d , ' ' I will try it, and 
not be killed hero." 


'»It would bo suicide," I replied, again 
taking out niy revolver, " and I will fire 
if you make amotion to leave the boat. 
We will take our diances here.'^ 


** But whiit chance have wo hero ?" 
Very little, but noue in tho way you 
are trying." 


Silently he dropped back in his seat. 
A loud exclamation from tho 
captain 
startled every ono, and we looked up to 
where his finger ¡lointcd. 
There shin- 
ing through a crevice in the Jlooring of 
the bridge was a ¡round, bead-hke eye 


looking down upon us, and presently, 
finding a larger fissure, a coal-black face, 
beamed upon upon us. 


Never was apparition more welcome. 
In a few words the captain explained the 
situation we were in, and told the man 
that a couple of Kncrlish noblemen were 
there, and ho must hasten. 


Like an arrow the fellow flew away tc 
where a pos^ic of men were mending the 
road, ana they hastened back; but how 
to get at US was the dilliculty. 
Rope 
after was flung in vain; we were too far 
under to catch it. 
At last they tied a 
a heavy stone to the rope, and allowed 
it to drift under with the current. 
It 
came nearer and nearer. 
We hold our 
breath with anxiety, fearing lest some 
eddy should draw it away from us; but 
as it came past, one of us, holding to the 
mast, readied out and caught it. 


A prayer of thanksgiving went up 
from our hearts, while a shout testified 
to our rescuers that the rope had caught; 
to make it fast to the mast, and cut the 
other, which was now almost frayed in 
two, was the work of a moment, and 
fliowly we were drawn from our danger- 
ous position, and towed around to a 
point where we could land and climb up 
the embankment. 


The engineer is held responsible for 
the safety of travelers, as it was his 
business to keep the road in order, and 
when he heard that so^ne of the boat's 
passengers had been killed, ho came to 
us in consternation and distress,to know 
how many and who they were. 


When he heard that ono was an Egyp^ 
tian soldier and the Oi^;er a boatman, 
"Hismillah," he cried, turning on his 
heel, 
thought they might have been 
Franks," 


So little is native life counted among 
them. — YoutWs Companion.

Thouf?h tho nutritive value of straw is 
«mall, it has its uses for feeding, and is 
more thought of as farmers loam the 
best means for correcting its dfeOcicucics. 
For supplying carbon its hns a consider- 
able value. Try it in a stove and it will, 
wpight for Aveight, give out more heat 
than clover hay, which will apparently 
become compact and smother its own 
tiame. 
Tho leasou is because the clover 
gives out nitrogen, and this \vith carbon- 
ic ftcid gas puts out tho llame just as 
would result in burning hair, feathers or 
the lean ilesh of animals. 
Fat will burn 
to a cinder because it is nearly pure car- 
bon. 
In feeding straw, enough highly 
nitrogenous food must also bo given, 
and in such combination the straw will 
be found much more valuable thin it is 
often supposed to be,—Boston 
Cutiicator. 


Bone Spavin in Iforsos. 


Bone spavin in horses is a disease of the 
imall boues in the lower and inner part 
of the hock ioint. 
The Inmeness which 
is usually present is shown in tho stillness 
of the „oint, and the animal is inclined to 
tread, as it were, on the toe, and usually 
rests on the toe. 
Bag spavin is mainly 
in inflam i ation of the hock joint, and 
may be caused by sprains, rheumatism, 
Dr a bruise. A p ITy swelling of the joint 
usually accompanies bag spavin, with 
much heat and lenderness of the part 
MTected. 
The treatment and remedies 
of both are very similar. 
The animal 
should rest and a high-heeled shoe be 
nailed on as soon as the spavin is dis- 
covered. The joint should then be bathed 
freely with cold water in warm weather, 
but in winter warm is preferable, and as 
soon as the inflammation subsides counter 
irritants maybe applied, then after a few 
days apply a blister. 
In young animals a 
cure is usually eiTected, but in old ones, 
•especially those of rheumatic constitu- 
tion, both forms of spavin are very ob- 
stinate and somelimes incurable—Niw 
York

Rats as Cliickeii Destroyers. 


Last summer, writes a correspondent 
of the Kew York Worlds I had an un- 
fortunate ex'perieme with rats among 
my young chickens, and as it was some 
time before I discovered the real cause 
of my losses, >vhich I had 
alt along 
charged to cats, it may be of interest to 
others to state it. 
The lirst intimation 
was gi en by some children telling me 
they saw a rat dragging one of my chick- 
ens through tho grass outside of the 
chicken yard. 
I then put the good na- 
turcd hen that was acting as mother to 
twenty of them in a deep manger in tho 
cow stable and covered it with wiie net- 
ting, where they wei; undisturbed for 
a couple of weeks, Avhen one morning I 
discovered all but seven were gone. 
A 
larger vent hole up through the bottom 
showed where they had gone to. 
iSubse- 
(luently I put thirty small chickens with 
an artificial brooder 
in a 
0x10-foot 
•chicken house, supposed to be rat proof, 
with the door opening into a small, 
tightly inclosed yard, where they could 
Tun in tho day time. 
<Jne afternoon I 
was again astonished to find more than 
half of them missing. 
This time I 
caught sight of the rat. He had gnawed 
up from the ground through one of the 
nest boxes ranged along the lloor on one 
side of the house. 
This fellow I caut'ht 
the same day in a steel trap, but could 
not catch another. 
I got rid of them at 
last by poisoning them. 
What '.eemed 
singular is, that during all thio time, 
while there was plenty of grain, within 
their reach, I saw no signs of ruts until 1 
began to miss the chickens." 


Karly Brood Roarln«:. 


Several years ago my bees were win- 
tered in a cellar that was aUo used 
for fruit and 
vegetables. 
The 
cel- 
lar drain got stopped and the bottom 
was covcred with water tho most of the 
tune during their confinement. 
Some 
were in box hives, and these I moved 
every week or two to clean away tho 
dead bees. 
During the latter part of 
February I discovered they were hatch- 
ing young bees, which was kept up un- 
til they were placed ou tho summer 
stands. 
Karly in Alay the hives were 
crowded with bees and they commenced 
to store surplus early and did the beat 
that year that I ever had them. 
Now it 
is a question to mo what caused them to 
rear brood soeaily in the sca^^ou. 
Some 
of those queens must have commenced 
laying soon after the middle of . anuary. 
It might have been caused by the damp- 
ness oi the cellar and a warm tempera- 
ture, but I have an opinion that the very 
marked pleasant odor of tho fruit had 
more eiTect than anything else. 
It has 
been strongly asserted 
by some tliat 
brood rearing in confinement would 
cause diarrhia. 
If 
such is the cai-e 
why 
did 
it 
not 
do 
so 
in 
this 
instance ? 
Sour 
honey 
will 
cause 
diarrham without any aid from pol- 
len, but if the bees have access to pollen 
they will eat it also as a remedy, which 
will be observed in the f i cos which gives 
the erroneous opinion with some that pol- 
len causes diarrhua. 
Sourpollen, with- 
out doubt, will produce this etlect but 
is not so apt to as sour honey. 
Con- 
fine a colony of bees in a hive without 
combs and nothing else to eat but sour 
sugar syrup, and you will have a case of 
diarrh ra. Many have been led tobel cve 
a warm temperature would lead to brood 
rearing and this, through eating pollen, 
would cause diarrh i a, consequently have 
kept the temperature too low which 
after 
several 
weeks, 
if 
the 
stores 
were not thifk enough to granulate, 
would sour and cause exactly the same 
result they were so anxious to avoid. 
I 
hope so long as I keep bees they will 
breed early, as I would rather furnish a 
colony with food for brood rearing a 
monih before bees are reallv wanted to 
gather honey than have them a mouth 
behind when the honey harvest comes. 
The farmer who does not employ hands 
for harvest until a mouth after the grain 
is ripe would lo^ethe crop, and it is just 
the same in beekeeping. 
Also, if brood 
rearing is commenced early in the season 
bcHS are not so apt to swarm as they arc 
when of the right age to gather honey.— 
American

Stretclics in Sheep. 


Stretches, sometimes called colic, as 
described by veterinarians is duo to con- 
stipation, and oncurs most frequently to- 
ward the latter part of winter. 
A sheep 
sullering from an attack of this nature 
stretches itself every few minutes at full 
length while standing, lies down fre- 
quently, and rises again in a few min- 
utes and gives evidence of being in con- 
stant pain. 
Unless something is done 
to relieve tho sufferer, a sheep when 
once attacked will 
seldom 
recover. 
There is in all cases of this kind a ten- 
dency to intussusception of some of the 
small intestines, that is, one part of the 
intestmes is drawn into another in the 
same manner that tho finger of a glove 
finraelimes is when drawn jrom tho hand. 
When this occurs the outer 
intestines 
contracts or thuts down upon tho part 
•within, producing inilummation. 
This 
causes intenae pain and stoppage. 
Tlie 
simplest and surest remedy we have ever 
ijeen ai)plied is for a strong man to sei/o 
the sheep by the hind legs above the 
hock, raise it as high as possible by ele- 
vating tho hands, liolding the animal in 
such a position as to bring its back next 
to tho operator. 
Keep the sulierer in 
this position, head downward, a few 
jninutes, and churn it up and down 
slightly, using care to keep its head from 
touching the ground. 
When the animal 
is given its liberty it will in most cases 
run oil and oin its companion as though 
nothing had ever ailed it, 
Tho philoso- 
phy of this treatment is that the iutus- 
suscopted intestine is brought back to 
its natural position, 
l^ature evidently 
tries to aconna jlish this result by induc- 
ing the anima 
to stretch at full length. 
The remedy advocated by Kandall in bis 
Hkeei) JluHbandnj h to give an ounce of 
Epsom salts disbolved ia warm water, 
adding one dram of ginger and a taole- 
ipoonful of essence of peppermint to a 


Blind Staffffcrs in Iloii's. 


Blind staggers is a somewhat common 
disease of the hog, or rather it is a symp- 
tom. 
When sluggishness is observed in 
any particular animal of the herd, with 
want of appetite, it is an indication that 
ought not to be negle.-ted for an hour. 
If the hog is **oif its feed" it should be 
separated from the herd and given espe- 
cial care. 
Prompt action in quarantin- 
ing a single animal may save a whole 
herd. 
Blind staggers in the hog is 
caused by what is ordinarily termed bil- 
iousness. 
From impaired 
digestion, 
congestion of the liver, or other causes, 
a portion of bile is taken up by the 
blood, and the ''blind staggers" is sim- 
ply an exaggerated '^swimming of the 
head." 
The whites of the eyes present 
a jaundiced appearance, and the tongue 
has a dirty yellow coat, darker in the 
middle than at the edges; the discharges 
show that tlie bowels are constipated 
usually, but sometimes there is diarrhea 
and high-colored urine. This complaint 
usually attacks hogs soon after the fat- 
tening pro ess, or what is called fall 
feeding, begins. 
If the animals h%ve 
been on pasture through the 
summer, 
with little or no corn, and are then put 
in the fattening pen and given all the 
corn 
they 
will eat. blind 
staggers 
are likely 
to develop 
in tho 
first 
two weeks, 
Tho sudden change of 
diet deranges the stomach, and this is 
the result, 
A little prudence will ordi- 
narily prevent it. 
The grain feeding 
should begin while tho hogs are yet in 
pasture, and gradually increase from day 
to day. 
This disorder rarely or never 
attacks fat hogs. 
The custom from time 
immemorial has been to cut oil the tail, 
split tho skin on tho forehead, and put 
in salt or turpentine. 
If the attack is a 
severe one, this treatment will kill tho 
hog every time. 
If the engorgement of 
the liver ia not very great it may survive 
the treatment, but it will take some time 
to get over it. 
If the disease is fully de- 
veloped. the animal will stagger around 
nearly in a circle for three or four times 
and fall down, getting up 3n a weak, 
dazed sort of way, only to repeat the 
stagger. 
The proper thing to do is to 
let a stout man straddle the hog while it 
is standing up, and slip the noose of a 
stout cord or small lope over the nose 
and upper jaw, and another cord 
over 
tho lower jaw. 
With these jjull the 
mouth open. 
Take hold of the tongue 
with the left hand and pull it well out, 
holding the head up, and from a paper 
or spoon in the right hand pour a full 
half teaspoon ul of calomel as far back 
on 
the 
tongue 
as possible, and let 
the 
animal 
go. 
A stick four or five 
inches long and an inch in diameter may 
be set upright between the jaws to pre- 
vent in.ury to the hand of the opeiator, 
but will be found more or less in the 
way. 
If the animal has been closely 
watched, however, there has probably 
been found opportunity to give it this 
dose of calomel while it would yet eat 
a little meal or drink a little milk. This 
medicine is tasteless, and for this reason 
can often be given in food when more 
nauseous medicine would be refused, and 
this is a point not to be despised in treat- 
ing hogs. 
This dose is all that need be 
given in a great majority of cases, but 
it will be prudent to add a couple of 
tablespoonfuls of salts the next day, or 
as soon as the animal shows any desire 
to eat, and if necessary this amount may 
be divided into two or three doses. 
At 
the time of year when fattening begins, 


if any of the hogs do not take kindly to 
tho corn, and it is often the case, it will 
be found of groat bonofit to give one- 
third of a level teaspoonful of calomel 
cach morning for throe or four morn- 
ings. and if they exhibit any signs of 
worms, add nearly as nuich santonino to 
cach do^c. 
In a few days there will be 
a marked improvement in their eating, 
and they will be as lively as a six weeks* 
pig. and there will bo no further fear of 
blind staggers.—Aniericati

The greatest injury any farmer has 
ever done to his soil is where he has 
starved the crop and soil by not using 
enough fertilizer. 


The best remedy for black knot is 
good soil and good tillage with carc 
taken to cut off and burn each knot as 
soon as possible after its appearance. 


Farmingcomp res very favorably with 
other branches of business. 
One can do 
any amount of hard work in it. 
The 
more one does intelligently the better he 
will succeed. 


In trying a novelty the prudent farmer 
will not plant largely tili he has proved 
the merits of the now article and its 
adaptibility to his soil and climate, by 
trial in a small way. 


If you did not mulch the strawberries 
last fall, now is a good time to do it, be- 
fore the thawing and freezing of spring 
comes; that is what heaves the plants. 
Corn stalks will do nicely. 


To make a success of farming, a young 
man must start out in a small way.

It is now proposed to utilize oar- 


orange blossoms for toilet perfumes aad 
the only wonder Is that our people have 
not doae it before.

of the blossoms can be plckad off and 
worked Into perfumery without damage, 
to the orange crop.

Beginning with tho Eskimos of tho 
e:itremo north and comm^ down tho 
coast of Alaska the architecture keep on 
improving until it reaches its culmina- 
tion among the coast Indians of southern 
Alaska and British Columbia. 


The Eskimo often builds a house of ice 
and snow, cutting blocks of frozen snow 
and laying them one ou the other. They 
are first arranged in a circle; then other 
blocks arc added, each layer projecting 
a little beyond the other ou the inside, 
till nothing is left but a small hole 
in 
the top. 
Then a tunnel-like passaiio to 
the outer air is made and the house is 
complete. 


A SNOW nousE. 


The Eskimo has an original way of 
/retting heat and light 
for his house. 
His stove and fireplace combined is noth- 
ing more than a stone dish, above which 
he suspends a piece of blubber by a 
string- 
In the dish is a wick, which is 
lighted by the aid of flint and pyrites, 
or by twirlin;? a stick of wood between 
the palms, against a larger stick, or by 
using a bow drill. The heat, ascending, 
melts the blubber drop by drop, and thus 
feuds the stove or lamp. 


This simple contrivance does not fur- 
nish a very great heat, but as the native 
is used to it ho gets along pretty well. 
The denizens of Point Barrow can stand 
a temperature of fifty degrees without 
any clothes on. 


Another kind of habitation for winter 
use in the far north is made from drift- 
wood. 
This sort of house is 
erected 
without much regard to proportion or 
effect. 
A rude framework 
is made by 
simply laying the pieces ot wood so as to 
form a room withli hole in its top for 
the ingress of 
air and 
the egress of 
smoke. 


The outside is sometimes banked with 
earth to stop up the cracks. 
A sort of 
open-air storfs house is often put up, con- 
sisting of a platform on which the pro- 
visions and general effects of the family 
are kept. 


The Eskimos often build huts of bones 
and whatever 
drift they can 
get and 
cover the entire outside with earth, mak- 
ing a house which is in general appear- 
ance like a mound. 


From as far north as Mt, St. Elias to 
Puget Sound, in the State of Washing- 
ton, there is a continuous archipelago. 
Running along^ this extent 
of coast are 
the Cascade Mountains, which divide oU 
a strip of country 1000 miles long and

150 miles wide. 
This is generally desig- 
nated 'Hhe northwest coast." 
Winding 
through the tortuous 
channels 
of this 
archipelago is the steamer track to Sitka, 
abounding in wild 
and grand scenery. 
The climate 
of this 
country 
is much 
milder than is generally supposed. 


This is due to Asiatic currents and a 
large annual rainfall. 
It is said that the 
mean annual temperature is about that of 
the District of Columbia. 
This area is a 
thickly wooded one, pine, fir, spruce and 
hemlock abounding. 
Tho soil is fertile, 
tho forests well stocked with i^ame and 
the waters full of food fish. This abun- 
dance of nature's gifts is reflected in the 
character of the people inhabiting it,many 
of whom have made considerable pro- 
gress in various arts, 
being 
workers in 
metal, bone, slate and other substances, 
but par excellence in wood, 


Tho Indians of the northwest coast are 
the Tlingit, 
llaida 
and 
Tsimshian, 
Kwakiutl, Wakashaw and Bilgula, be- 
sides the Salish or Coast Salish. 
The 
northern Indians, especially the Ilaidas, 
are tho greatest carvers in born, wood, 
slate, etc. 


Scattered throughout this countr}^ are 
the winter villages of the coast Indians. 
These villages are always locatcd near 
the shore and generally near a sloping 
beach, which admits of readily hauling 
up tho canoes at high 
water. 
The 
canoe is their only means of transporta- 
tion. 


Tho houses are built in a single row 
facing the beach and far enough back 
from it to leave room for a street, where 
fish are dried and cauoes repaired. Some- 
times, where tho &pace is limited, tho 
houses are built in two rows with a nar- 
row street between. 
At one end of tho 
village is situated the graveyard 
with a 
variety of sepulchres aud mortuary 
col 


umns all cut out of wood, and tho col- 
ums often elaborately carved. 
Wood is 
the material mostly used in construction. 


The interiors of the houses vary ac- 
cording to location and the wealth of 
the owner. 
A (juitc genonil practice i3 
to excavate the inside of thu house so as 
to form two ledges or steps, one above 
tho other, 
and extending completely 
around it, tho higher one next to the 
walls. 
These ledges are covered with 
slabs made of cedar. 
Tho lower one is 
used for lounging and sleeping on,while 
tho upper one serves as a deoository for 
tho family's eilecLs. 


In front of each house is generally to 
be seen one or more carved columns. 
Occasionally can be seen a very tall one. 
This is a totem. 
None but the wealthy 
can afford to erect these and tho owner 
of one is, as the head of liis household, 
a petty chief in his village, aud conse- 
quently a person of importance. 
In 
general these columns are genealogical 
and illustrate the descent or traiUtions 
of a family. 
They are in no sense idols, 
as many persons suppose who see the 
specimens of these columns in the U. S. 
National Museum. 


There are generally platforms either 
attached to the houses or across 
the! 
roadway toward the shore. 
In tho latter^ 
case they are supported by poles if there' 
is a bank 
next to the beach. 
Upon 
these platforms in good weather tho na- 
tives gather for social intercourse and to 
gamble. 


The Haidas, Tsimshian and Tlingit 
are inveterate gamblers. 
During the 
winter leisure or whenever they get to- 
gether in any 
considerable 
numbers 
gambling is tho invariable and constant 
amusement. 
They keep it up for several 
days at a time. 
Tho players sit about 
the platform, in the center of which is 
spread a mat. 
Each man has a ba^ of 


painted or carved pins about five inches 
long by half an inch in diameter. 
One 
of the players selects several of these 
pins from his bag and covers them up 
in a pile of finely cut bark 
tow. 
The 
game is either odd or even, or to guess 
in which of two piles a particular stick 
is hidden. 


Many of these Indians are addicted to 
overindulgence in liquor, and the kind 
they get is 
.not of particularly 
good 
quality. 


The Kwakiutl Indians of British Co- 
lumbia have very original 
residences, 
which 
are well worth 
a 
description. 
Their houses have a framework of poles 
and heavy rafters. 
Two heavy beams 
run through from front to rear to sup- 
port the roof, which has n gable. 
The

house has no chimney, but some of the 
boards forming the roof can be removed 
to allow smoke to escape. 


These houses provide accommodations 
for four families, -who 03cupy the four 
corners, and there is a fireplace for each 
of them. 
The corners are divided oiT 
from the main rooms by a framework of 
poles on -which each family dries its iish 
or other food. 
On each side of the fire- 
place there is aneaormous settee capable 
of seating the whole family. 
Hut the 
bed rooms arti the most curious feature. 
These are really small houses with gable 
roofs and are built on a platform run- 
ning around the inside of 
the 
lari^e 
house. 
They have in these rooms small 
fireplaces. 


In summer the southern Alaskan and 
coast Indians [generally live in houses of 
temporary 
construction. 
WJiile 
tlie 
salmon fishing is good there will usually i 
\)Q found close by the mouth of some 
fresh water stream owned by a family a , 
rudely l)uilt structure. 
This varies in 
size, etc., according to circumstances. 
i 


As a rule these summer houses are 
built -with a light franicwork and have a 
roof made of strips of bark overlapping 
and held down by poles aud .stones. 


Then there is a primitive form of tent, 
wtiich is carried in canocs when the 
Indian is traveling. 
This 
consists of 
strips of bark. 
Wnen ho wislies to go 
into camp he simply cuts two saplings 
•with forks at one end of eacli, sharpens 
them to a point and sticks them in the 
ground. 
Then he lays a pole in the 
forks, rests his strips of bark a.^ainst it 
and is ready foi thv night, or for ruin, 
either, as the 
bark will shed 
water 
readily.
